RADL was born in GLOGGIITZ (Austria) 12 Fov 1l. During the years of
deprescion following Yorld War I, he was barely able to make a living by
rlaying the piano and joirned the sustrisn azl Party as a non-paying rmenber.”
In 1934 PADL joined the Austrian S5 and was sent by the Fluechtlings Hilfs.

Verk to BZRLIN where he joined an SS Verfuegungs ;rupp to receive his basic
nilitary training.

In rarch 1937 the SS sent. RiDL to GOBTTIIG * to teach in a Youth ostel.
but at the scame time the Austrian nolice dissolved his SS unit and arreated the
higher leaders. RADL then volunteered for the Eripo and in June 1937 he was

called to ZIRLIYV for an interview but was not accepted and was subsequentiy‘
dismissed from the SS.

in January 1932 RADL was reinstated in the SS as Rotten}hehrer. ne
attended a course at the Grenz Polizei Schule in PRETSCH and‘was then
assigned to the Austro-Hungarian border.  In September 1939 he enlisted in
the infantrr bit’was recalled by the Grenz Polizei in a woek. ¥ot wishing
to remain in the Grenz Polizel, RADL volunteered for the thfen §S whieh sent
him to BERLIF University in the summer of 1940, where he- was attached to Stapo
BZHLIN for administrative purposes. In October 1941 he' was:tommissioned and
sont to the staff of the 9th Army in Yusele as SS liaison officer.

In 1942 aﬁ;pr completion of his studiee in BLRLII, FADL was promoted to
0/ituf and sentito the MUZNCHEEN area where he worked as Criminzl Judge for the
Gestapo. After STALINGRAD, he volunteered for active service and was ordered
to report in April 1943 4o the FiRA at BIRLII" vhere he became SKORZENY's adju-
tant. As adjutant, BADL!'s work was to carc for all the administrative details
and to coordinate the numerous and diffused activities of SKORZEIY. é
The following acconpahied RADL to BERLIN:

After the recapture of USSOLIXI by SVORZZPY, RADL was promoted to K/Stuf.

. In July 1944 he became Regierungs Rat and-in April 1945 he was promoted to

Stubaf. RADL surrendered with SKORZZIY at AVFABIRG (Austria) 16 lay 45 and
errived at 12th Army Group Interrogation Center 19 liayr 45,
